Dasheen Has Hairy Coat, Tastes 
Like-. Potatoes and Gravy, 
Grows 500 Bushels to Acre. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 31—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has. ready 
for distribution, through representa- 


tives in Congress, 1000 bushels of 
secl dasheens, the semi-tropicai 
tuber, which it is expected will tare 
the place of Irish .potatoes in the 
southern States. This is the first 
season in which such distribution 
will be made. 

The new potato substitute, which 
has a hairy coat and has been grown 
with much success in’ Florida, comrs 
from Central and South America, and 
will grow in the moist, warm regions 
of the South, which are fatal to the 
Irish potato. It has heen tried at 
the-banquets of the National Geo- 
staphic Society and pronounced de- 
cidedly good. It can be boiled 
baked, or cooked in any oth 
a potato can be used.

| George W. Wiggins, Who Killed 
Policeman, Shows Bravado

TWO. SISTERS IN’ TEARS 
Judge Inflicts Life Imprisonment, 
| After Death Penalty Is 
Discussed. 
Smiling and chewing gum j2untily, 
George W. Wiggins, 20 years oid, stood 





before Judge Withrow Thursday and 


pleaded guilty to the murder of Patrol- 
man Louis Schnarr. He shot the police- 
man at 1408 Chouteau avenue, June 3, 
last. 
The charge to which Wiggins so gaily 
entered his plea was one of first degree 
murder, and it was in Judge Withrow’s 
power to inflict the death penalty. On 
the recommendation of Assistant Cir- 
cult. Attorney Griffin, in which C. Or- 
rick Bishop, the prisoner’s lawyer, con- 
curred, he was sentenced to life impris- 
onment. 
Sisters Weeping. 
While Wiggins was making a show of 
bravado, his sisters, Mrs. Estelle Reed 
and Miss Marie Wiggins, sat near him, 
weeping. 
Mrs. Reed, who lives at 1729 Preston 
place, was wholly unable to control her 
feelings. Resting her head on the 
shoulder of a brother, Charles H. Wis- 
Zins, she shook with grief. Marie Wi2z- 
gins, who is 14 vears old, was clad in 
black, and she covered her face with 
a handkerchief. 
When the prosecutor, in addressing 
the Judge, said that he would not ad- 
vise against the death penalty if the 
Court thought it best, the prisoner's 
sisters uttered cries of dismay. 
A moment later, when sentence of life 
imprisonment had been pronounced, 
their brother, bimself deenlyv affected, 
led them fronj the courtroom. 
The prisoner seemed to pay little heed 
to the distress of his brother and sis- 
ters. “It's a happy day for me—-why 
i?” he remarked to those who stood 
about him. “TI never felt better in my 
ssistant Circuit Attorney Griffin out- 
d the crime to the court. Wiggins 
d a restaurant, intoxicated, on the

The policeman had a 
wife and three small children. 
‘In view of this man’s willingness to 
plead guilty, and in view of his youth, 
and of the fact that juries have several 
times wefused to inflict the death pen- 
alty in cases of @qually flagrant mur- 
der, I belfeve a life sentence would suf- 
fice—but the matter of inflicting the 
death penalty is within the court's dis- 
cretion.”’ 

Prisoner Neds to Judge. 
Judge Withrow then asked Wic- 
gins if he were sure that he wished 
to plead guilty to murder in the first 
degree. The young man nodded. 
In a few words, the judge then ex- 
pressed his horror of the crime 
which Wiggins had committed, an 
announce that he would follow the 
prosecutor's recommendation.

FORT WORTH, Tex., Oct. 31.—A man 
known’ here as Dr. Frank W. Walker, 
but who represented himself as a son 
of the late United States Senator 
Stephen B. Elkins of West Virginia, 
died here last night from acute alco- 
holism. He had let it be understood 
tt.at he became an outcast from his fa- 
ther’s home on account of a romantic 
episode, a shooting affray haying been 
and had been an exile for 
18 years. He is also said to have 
masqueraded at times as Blaine Elkins, 
son of the Senator. He was 55 years 
old. : 

In all Fort Worth there was not a 
more unique character than Walker. 
He began his life here as a stable boy, 


died. 

He had a hobby for collecting dia- 
monds, often going about the city with 
thousands of dollars worth of the pre- 
clous stones with him. 

His death was not unexpected. He 
had often suffered attacks of heart 
trouble. Yesterday he lighted a cigar 
and told his wife he was “going to the 
city.’”’ A moment later he fell on the 
floor. Dr. P. L. Hooper was called, but

MRS, SPENCER 
GETS DIVORCE AND 
$10,000 ALIMONY 


Judge Muench Gives Decree Aft- 
er Calling In Husband to 
Tell of His Property. 








Mrs. Harlow B. Spencer obtained a di- 
vorce and a judgment for $10,000 gross 
alimony Thursday in Judge Muench’s 
court. 

The Judge’s decision was announced 
two hours after Spencer, who was let- 
ting the divorce case go by default, ap- 
reared in court at the Judge's order. 
The Judge wished to question him as to 
his property, the wife having asked $15,- 
(00 alimony. ' 

In making his motion, her lawyer, Os- 
car BE. Buder, stated that Spencer had 
a $100,000 share in the.estate. of his fa- 
ther, the late Corwin Spencer, grain 
operator and vice-president of the 
World’s Fair. Judge Muench asked 
Spencer as to this.

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NEGRO SOLDIERS SICK 


U. S. Army Has 348 Deaths’ in 
Year, Best Record of All 
Except in 1910. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 81-—The negro 
soldier has demonstrated his ability to 
serve with less loss of time from active 
duty by reason of sickness than the 
white enlisted men. According to the 
ennual report of Surgeon General George 
H. Torney, made public today, the non- 
effective rate of the colored soldier 
was 2.88 while that of the white soldier 
was 33.60; the Porto Rican 29.78 and the 
Filipino 19.86. 

The report likewise shows that the 
white troops required the highest aver- 
age number of days treatment for each 
case of disability. The Porto Rican had 
the highest rate for admissions to hos- 
ritals and for deaths and the colored 
troops the highest rate for discharge. 

However, the constantly non-effective 
rate which is held to be the true meas- 
eur of the loss in efficiency of the army 
from sickness and.injury was 33.28 per | 
1000, the lowest non-effective rate in the 
history of the army. The deaths from 
all causes were 348, of which 194 were 
from disease. Total death rate and 
from disease are both the lowest on 
record except for 1910.

investigation by Dr. Johns failed to re- 
veal how his injuries were inflicted. 

More Attendants Needed. ; 

It was brought out that there was only 
one night attendant for every 78 pa- 
tients at the sanitarium and that a 
proper supervision therefore was impos- 
sible. 

With the 2% additional attendants on 
duty at night, it will be possible to keep 
the doors of all the wards open except 
when patients in certain wards.are too 
noisy, Dr. Johns told the board. This, 
it is believed, will minimize the danger 
of death by violence among the pa- 
tients. Falk’s was the fourth violent 
death reported from the institution in 
the last few months. 

Dr. Johns said the appointment of 
19 men and 19 women as additional day 
attendants also was desirable, but 
Mayor Kreismann, acting chairman of 
the board, pointed out that no appro- 
priation for such a purpose was avail- 
able. Under an appropriation already 
made, however, the number of physi- 
cians at the sanitarium will be in- 
creased next month from eight to 19 
and four supervisors will be added as 
aids to Dr. Johns. 

Twenty Are Appoiuted. 

With 10 additional physicians provided 
for, the visiting staff now consists of 
64 men. Twenty, in all, were appointed 
by the board, 10 of them replacing men 
on the old staff. The 20 are:

H. Neilson, Liewellyn Sale, Edward H. 
Eyermann, A. C. Leggatt, Fred Bailey,

signed to the dental division. 

Under a new ruiing of the board, the 
visiting hours at the various institu- 
tions will be from 8 a. m. until noon 
and from 2 to 5 p. m., with the provision 
that the superintendent of any institu- 
tion can call members of the staff at 
any time to handlé emergencies. Here- 
tofore the physicians have been permit- 
ted to choose their own time for making 
calls, except in cases of emergencies. 

The men appointed must select which 
hours they prefer for two years ahead, 
make up a complete schedule for that 
period, including vacations, and submit 
it to the board not later than Nov. 12. 
The visits of each member of the staff 
will be checked up by means of daily 
reports from the superintendent of each 
institution. » 

A ratio for distributing the service 
equally among the institutions has been 
arranged. For instance, the men in the 
medical division will make one visit to 
Koch Hospital for every 11 visits to the 
city hospital. Men in the surgical divi- 
sion will visit Koch Hospital*once for 
every nine visits to the city hospital, 
and so on. The superintendent of Koch 
Hospital is empowered to call members 
of the visiting staff at any time he be- 
eves such action necessary.

Judge Tells Jury It Can Find for 
Defense Even if It Doubts 
“This Man.” 

















Circuit: Judge Grimm, in his instruc- 
tions Thursday to the jury in the case 
of Mrs. Edna K. Bonslett against the 
New York Life Insurance Co. for $20,000 
insurance on the life of George A.- Kim- 
mel, told them they could find a verdict 
for the defendant even if they did. nat 
believe that the claimant was Kimmel, 
if they believed from the evidence that 
Kimmel! was not dead and had disap- 
peared hecause of financial difficulties. 
Direct evidence of death, he told the 
jury, was not necessary. 

The jurors were told to consider the 
circumstances of Kimmel’s disappear- 
ance, the time that had elapsed, whether 
he bad been heard from, the state of his 
health, his habits, his family relations, 
and everything else that would throw 
light on the reason for his disappear- 
ance. ; 

The question of the manner in which 
he disappeared, and who might be re- 
sponsible for his disappearance, and 
how the claimant received injuries were 
not at issue in the case. The only 
question was whether Kimmel was dead. 
The question was not whether the claim- 
ant looked like Kimmel, but whether 
he was Kimmel. 

Attorney Charles Sweet of Niles, 
Mich., made the opening argument for 
the plaintiff... He declared that the erf- 
fort of the New York Life Insurance 
Co. to prove that Kimmel was dead 
was the result of a conspiracy. He 
considered it significant that the most 
important link in the defendant's case, 
a letter alleged to have been writtan 
by the claimant asserting that he was 
Kimmel, had been lost. He read to 
the jury a letter written by the claim- 
ant to the insurance company at a cime 
when he had been informed that tho 
company. would abandon him as the 
dlaimant in which he reasserted that ne 
was Kimmel, but spelled the name 
“Kimmell.”’

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Dwight A. 
Jones, president of the Doe Run 
Lead Co. of Missouri. and three 
allied companies having a total cap- 
italization of more than $50,000,000, 
replied today to the accusations made 
in a circular letter sent out by 
Robert Holmes of St. Louis, charg-
